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Above all remember that for 
Maybe. are drifting into planned 
economy and not necessarily into 
global war. may may not come, 
don’t put all your eggs into any one 
inventory-basket. 


Loose Leaf Metals 


Steel—vital for the production loose 
leaf books—was the first metal 
designated “scarce material” and the 
first controlled under order 
the National Production Authority. 
For the loose leaf industry this was 
warning note that brought back 
memories WPB order L-188 which 
regulated the amount steel used 
the industry, and which limited pro- 
hibited various styles and parts order 
conserve the metal. 

yet neither nor its various 
amendments have placed any specific 
limitations upon the loose leaf industry. 
While direct controls are lacking there 
strong possiblility that the general 
steel shortage the U.S. will time 
curtail and hinder production. 

Stainless steel and nickelled steel. 
both necessary for loose leaf, are still 
available sufficient quantities en- 
able the manufacturers metals 
meet customers’ demands. But mili- 
tary requirements are expected rise 
sharply late 1951 reduction 
available loose leaf metal ex- 
pected. 

When the expected shortage strikes 
may met two ways: 

using substitute materials. 

changing the construction 
loose leaf binders conserve metal 
consumption. 

Nickel-plated steel expected 
the first scarce. Various experi- 
mental finishes are now being studied. 
Unfortunately there yet known 


substitute metal good 
plated steel for the working parts 
loose leaf mechanisms. The enamel and 
oxide finishes used during World War 
were not completely satisfactory and 
report successful substitute has 
been announced any manufacturer. 

Nor, for the time being, there any 
indication that standardized and sim- 
plified styles are the offing. The 
here that the government, 
war industries, and the armed services 
are themselves the more important users 
special sizes and styles. 

the situation stands now, orders 
for metals from standing customers are 
being met, though sometimes delayed. 
lines are being curtailed nor 
such curtailment being considered for 
the immediate future. Certain sizes and 
bindings may eliminated but the 
situation not considered critical 
yet. predictions, however, can 
made for the ultimate decision regard- 
ing metal supplies for loose leaf still 
rests with Washington. 


Bindery Wages 


The sharp teeth the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board regulation have been re- 
moved. The original stern dictate that 
employer shall pay, and employee 
shall receive, wages excess those 
paid January 25, 1951, has been 
amended into shadow itself. 

Additional amendments may come 
any moment but General Regulation 
issued February 27, 
bindery employers may grant wage in- 
creases provided they are based on: 

Merit length service, part 
written collective bargaining agree- 
ment. 

Promotion transfer jobs,

Custom agreement practiced 
the past. 

The confused language the wage 
order makes quite possible that 
plants producing books—which are ex- 
empt from price control—are also auto- 
matically exempt from wage control. 
This point may disputed, and until 
the language the order clarified 
would advisable for bookbinders 
follow the more conservative inter- 
pretation the order. 

Rules governing pay increases are 
rather loose and general are geared 
union contracts. Where union 
contracts determine the wage, the em- 
ployer may give such raises thinks 
fit—provided that the total does not 
add more than 10% the average pay 
level January 15, 1950. 

The general rule seems be: 
—follow established practice. 
—and avoid going over 10%. 

Above all, keep accurate records 
show demand Government agents.

the terms Section the Gen- 
eral Ceiling Price Regulation, books, 
magazines, and periodicals are specifi- 
cally exempt from price control. 

Some confusion has arisen from the 
obvious fact that some binderies have 
been and are covered price control, 
and some are not. The answer the 
nature the work performed. 

you are composing, printing, 
binding books, you are exempt from 
price control such items. 
WPB days, still the intention 
the lawmakers pass laws abridg- 
ing the right free speech and the 
dissemination public information. 
The production books therefore 
exempt from price control. 

If, however, you are folding, gather- 
ing, and otherwise processing adver- 
tising literature and similar materials. 
your work such items subject 
price control. Since loose leaf prod- 
ucts, blankbooks, diaries, albums and 
similar articles are not considered 
“books” they too are subject price 
control. general safe assume 
that you were free from price control 
the WPB days you still are.

years, the pamphlet binder today must 
able say, know where I’m go- 
ing!” are all keenly aware that, 
like every other industry the coun- 
try, have been caught the in- 
flationary whirlpool and have lot 
struggling do. Rising prices 
kraft, wire, adhesives, machine 
board and host other items make 
more important every day that 
watch our pricing and plant opera- 
tions with minute attention. check 
and guide need well planned Prof- 
and Loss Statements, not only tell 
how well did but help chart 
what steps must take for the next 
few months. 

One the easiest and quickest rule- 
develop accurate direct labor 
sales ratio and spot check indi- 
vidual jobs against it. large manu- 
facturing organizations executives have 
found that pays—in hard cash—to 
have labor and expense items broken 
down with microscopic fineness their 
monthly P&Ls. our industry the same 
thing can made true, will only 
for us. must start with firm un- 
derstanding the accounting terms 
and procedures that come into play 
the preparation operating statements 
and apparent this writer that 
lack clarity the exact meaning 
some the terms must use 
throwing monkey wrenches into our 
thinking and pricing. 


Define terms 


Many don’t seem have ac- 
curate understanding such terms 
Direct Labor, Indirect Labor, Overhead 
(believe not!). also run into 
some queer notions how compute 
direct labor cost. bear mind that 
are burdened with vacation pay, hol- 
iday pay, social security taxes and com- 
pensation insurance and jumble 
these items with actual direct labor 
cost our price thinking. Trucking 
also seems popping various 
unexpected places our estimating. 

widely agreed that pamphlet 
bindery successful, must show 
sales from two and half three 
times its direct labor costs. in- 
clude vacation pay and indirect labor, 
for example, our direct labor figure 
and then multiply 2.5 get sell- 
ing price check, run the risk 
pricing ourselves out our competi- 
tive market and passing sound busi- 
ness, because are estimating the 
basis misunderstanding what 
constitutes direct labor. should also 
pointed out that price too 
low ratio, the last figure our oper- 
ating statement will appear red.

DIRECT LABOR: This really 
accounting and not manufacturing 
term. refers all labor that can 
computed going into specific 
job; plainly, all workers cutters, 
folders, stitchers, are includable. 
Floorboys, material handlers and truck- 
men are definitely not part direct 
labor. But four girls are collating 
signatures table and floorboy 
assigned that particular job, bring 
signatures and take away collated 
charge. you pack “off the machine” 
your packing cost can broken down 
jobs and should regarded di- 
rect labor. When you pack from one 
central point this procedure becomes 
impractical and you cannot allocate ac- 
curate packing charges the job. 

cludes floorboys, errand boys, material 
handlers; truckmen are your plant 
payroll, they too must included 
the indirect category. While indirect 
labor wage item, properly should 
shown the expense section your 
Profit and Loss Statement. This gives 
you the advantage having your direct 
labor figure all itself for use your 
labor-sales ratio. Inclusion indirect 
labor with overhead also makes more 
accurate and usable expense sales 
ratio expense direct labor ra- 
tio. All these figures can made 
into important signposts the binder. 

The distinction between direct and 
indirect labor not merely theoreti- 
cal one. When large manufacturing 
corporations present annual statements 
the public, they rarely show 
labor such. makes good sense for 
accountants lump such items under 
general headings for public consump- 
tion, but for internal management pur- 
poses account entitled “Indirect La- 
bor” usually appears operating state- 
ments. For any bookbinder running 
thoroughly worthwhile practice 
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split wages account into two parts, put- 
ting indirect labor with the overhead 
items for statement purposes. Remem- 
ber, still have our eye the direct 
labor—sales ratio guide pricing. 

How arrive the proper sep- 
aration? need not one hundred 
per cent accurate and need not 
too Examination payroll 
quickly shows those employees who are, 
fact, indirect labor your plant. 

means keyed clock numbers these 
separate subhead, and you desire, 
small percentage deduction may 
made from the sub-total weekly pay- 
roll and thrown back into direct labor 
account for switching back and forth 
from indirect direct labor. The bulk 
the subtotal, course, becomes the 
indirect labor expense item which you 
charge overhead. may sound bit 
complicated but once the procedure 
set involves more than five min- 
utes work per week for your bookkeep- 
and the end the month, another 
five ten for your accountant. ad- 
dition helping your labor-sales ratio 
this procedure gives you better shop 
control way payroll analysis. 
your plant large close eye the 
indirect labor figure can aid prevent- 
ing the accumulation deadwood help. 

Invariably, the finer the accounting 
breakdown the closer the control. Once 
sound ratio established, you can 
make various mental adjustments 
you check jobs. Suffice the ratio for 
your plant comes out 2.4. When you 
job very expensive equipment 
such Cleveland you can adjust 
upward 2.5 2.6. the other 
hand, when you price handwork which 
free depreciation, maintenance and 
fewer costs you can adjust downward 
2.2 2.25. 


“Loading” your costs 


recently heard binder, figuring 
hourly labor rate for folding ma- 
loader include vacation and holi- 
day pay well social security taxes 
his direct labor figure. our sur- 
prise, other binders agree with this com- 
grave error being com- 
mitted here. Vacation pay and its com- 
panion items derive from labor but 
they are all good accounting prac- 
tice overhead, NOT labor. You are dis- 
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torting your costs you figure above, 
and are setting ridiculously high 
labor figure. you then use the two- 
and-a-half one ratio check selling 
price, you will high above your mar- 
ket. 

this point word should said 
about the bad accounting handling 
vacation pay. You draw most your 
checks for this item the months 
June, July and August, but not 
properly expense these three 
months alone. You have been building 
your liability this account each 
and every month the year. Lazy ac- 
countants, looking cut corners and 
shorten their work, have charged the 
amounts directly payroll expenses 
the month which paid. Vacation 
pay should appear your Profit and 
Loss Statements expense from 
January December. the absence 
this procedure, the binder thinks 
has made more money than actually 
has made nine ten months the 
year, and thinks has made less mon- 
than really the case the summer 
months when writes his vacation 
checks. you are watching your cost- 
selling ratios don’t let bad procedure 
mislead you, especially when 
easy correct the situation. 

Averaging male and female help your 
monthly vacation expense will about 
ten dollars per month per person. 
plant twenty people the amount 
would about $200 per month. Proper 
procedure would demand that you (or 
your accountant) estimate the monthly 
charge and set your ledger, 
monthly, debiting “Vacation Pay” ac- 
count and crediting “Reserve for Va- 
cation Pay.” time actual payment 
the reserve wiped out charges 
payroll. this way, systematic dis- 
tortion Profit and 


avoided. will readily grant that in’ 


the above case $200 monthly not nec- 
essarily material amount, but the 
$200 more which must charged 
out two three summer months cer- 
tainly material. Furthermore, the 
cost Compensation Insurance for ex- 
ample, similarly taken lump 
amount instead being spread over the 
twelve months, additional distortion 
comes into the picture. these im- 
proper practices multiply quickly 
see that the monthly P.&L. instead 


being accurate operations 
becomes just another piece paper. 


Trucking costs 


Trucking costs seem another 
source some hazy bindery thinking. 
When binder pays for transportation 
per unit basis possible for him 
exclude trucking from his general 
overhead figure and set direct 
trucking charge his estimating. Con- 
versely, when trucking monthly ex- 
pense must plainly part over- 
head. Nevertheless many cases where 
the latter condition exists one can hear 
binders discussing the pricing jobs 
and then say “and how about truck- 
ing cost?” trucking cost included 
the general overhead figure the bind- 
evidently duplicating when 
thinks terms additional cost— 
unless the job question involves the 
handling abnormally large ton- 
nage paper proportion the sales 
value the job the amount work 
done it. Here additional charge 
certainly order. 


The pamphlet binder seems chroni- 
cally either underestimating 
overestimating handling costs. Not long 
ago the head substantial New York 
shop gave some his colleagues speci- 
fications several hundred thousand 
rather long one-folds seventy pound 
stock. asked their opinions the 
“right price for the job” and got half 
dozen prices all within narrow range 
and all being reasonable reflection 
hourly cutting and folding production. 
then pointed out that the job in- 
volved the handling and trucking 
and tons paper. After con- 
sidering listeners one and all 
admitted that they had underpriced the 
job. 
Here interesting comparison 
which may help give perspective 
the position that trucking and handling 
charges occupy bindery es- 
timating: 
printer has 100,000 sheets 
offset stock, size 45. The stock 
weighs 23,000 may used for 
saddle stitched books, 
pages self cover (bindery sale ap- 
proximately $487.50) 

B.—1,600,000 2-folds, flat size 
(bindery sale approximately $800) 

C.—25,000 Smyth sewed, cover glued 
books, 128 pages and cover (with 
added 2,000 cover stock) 
(bindery sale approximately $1,- 
050) 

these cases have sales 
$487.50, $800 and $1,050 each 
which are involved with the han- 
dling and transportation about 
tons paper. Let the binder consider 
this and come his own conclusions 
when estimating.

Every Binder Can Get More Efficient Production 


His Shop Modernizing His Plant Layout 


all realize that placing and 
arranging our machines, tables and 
miscellaneous tools properly can 
make our work easier and also increase 
our profit. From this simple thought 
take different paths. 


cannot into our shops tomor- 
row and rearrange our machinery like 
our wives rearrange their living room 
furniture. costs hundreds dollars 
move most machinery, between ma- 
chinists’ and electricians’ cost. Some- 
times the building load limits the spots 
the floor machine can moved 
to. Many times the shape the build- 
ing and the size the loft limits many 
the moves can make improve 
our layout. 

However, would like point out 
certain facts and when you back 
your plants just look around and see 
what you can with their application. 

May start with the saying, place 
for everything and everything its 
place?” Most either buy in- 
herit business that somebody else 
started start our own very 
modest way. When buy the busi- 
ness, there usually plenty wrong with 
the layout. are more con- 
cerned with getting work and getting 
out than paying big money re- 
arrange and move machinery. When 
start our own business usually 
struggle with few pieces machin- 
ery. From then our plant grows 
like Topsy and add equipment 
ease pressures the 
pushes us. Those not caught this 
dilemma are the smart ones. 

Another thing that plagues most 
the fact that largely don’t 
erect our building order. must 
rent floor that fits our pocketbook. 

Let take the space near the eleva- 
tor. The most logical department 
put there the receiving and ship- 
ping department. Near the 
should also the sheet cutters. The 
cutters should placed with the backs 
their tables the wall and spaced 
far enough apart allow for side 
tables each machine. Side tables 
save many man hours and much back- 
breaking effort the part the cut- 
ters. Many people like have sheet 
cutter one end the production 
line and the book trimmers the other. 
the plant square and the pro-

then one part the plant, how-

cutter, and the break-ins will also slow 
down its schedule. Supervision also 
difficult. 

There should enough 
front the cutter allow for aisle 
and skid that workers not have 
pass between the cutter 
work. 

The folding department should 
next line and near the sheet 
cutters possible. Folding machines 
should also placed near the wall. 
For the tape machines the feeder 
should backed close the 
wall possible with the direction 
sheet perpendicular the wall. This 
conserves space and

along the wall with just enough space 
for the operator get between the 
wall and the machine operate and 
maintain the folder. There should 
enough space around each folder

Folding machines should arranged 
that the loaders and operators don’t 
have too much distance walk from 
one another. This suggests ar- 
rangement machines parallel each 
other with machines the same size 
next each other. 

Next comes either the gang stitching 
gathering departments. the case 


gang stitchers they should run along 
wall too. you have more than one 
stitcher, the machines can either run 
along the wall parallel the first 
machine which parallels the wall. 
placed the middle the floor these 
long machines cut your aisles and shop 
two and are hard get around. 

Again there should enough room 
around both the chair and box these 
machines for the skids work that 
the feeders and box girl are working 
on. 

the case gathering machine, 
must run along the wall, with the 
side against the wall and 
the feeders away from the wall. Many 
skids work are processed per day 
these machines you 
enough storage room. 

have seen gather-stitcher-and-cov- 
erer installation the middle the 
floor and worked pretty well too. 
you want get from one 
side the machine the other you 
have walk 100 feet four feet. 

Sewing machines need lot light 
and should close window 
possible. The smasher is, course. 
close the sewers. Being very heavy 
machine you have reenforce. the floor 
place near the joining beams 
and columns. 

The production line closes with the 
book trimmers which should bring you 
back the cutting department, which 
again the neighbor the shipping 
department. Work benches and tables 
and storage space should 
center the shop with aisle between 
skids and tables. 

Remember one thing: material han- 
dling important any other part 
our business and aisles are 
portant machinery. 

laying out your plant you should 
first get blueprint the floor drawn 
scale. Then get templates your 
machines made and see how your ideas 
work out. You must take into con- 
sideration pillars and columns, and re- 
member you need lots aisle and 
storage space. Materials, process 
otherwise, require lot space, and 
space and materials handling and our 
treatment thereof one the biggest 
portions our business. should 
our greatest skill rather than our most 
serious weakness!

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From obscure beginnings mechan- 
ical bindings have risen point 
considerable prominence the 
bookbinding industry. Today they 
are the major binding method 
many types advertising mate- 
rials, catalogs, notebooks and the 
like. Part the reason for their 
phenomenal rise popularity 
their adaptability different 
uses, the comparative ease 
production, and their inexpensive- 
ness: 

This review will cover the basic 
elements and styles mechanical 
bindings. Part the mechanical 
bindings made plastic materials 
are reviewed. Part which will 
appear April, will report the 
bindngs made metal and will 
sum the available technical in- 
formation all such bindings. 


MECHANICAL BINDINGS are 
vast improvement over two wooden 
leaves bound together leather thongs 
wire, the first mechanical binding 
which was used the Romans between 
50-400 B.C. bindings too, 
have improved during very recent years 
until now these two binding methods 
are responsible for sales running into 
millions dollars annually. Not only 
this production volume but 
mechanical binding has won respected 
and useful place the graphic arts.

element, and including the 3/8” 
size. all larger sizes, 3/16” maxi- 
mum distance from binding edge should 
used. Observance these distances 
will insure the easy turning pages, 
especially for diameters larger than 
5/8”.

The various binding styles mentioned 
above have been numbered Plastic 
Binding Corp. for easier identification.

This style. while having the 
appearance edition binding. also 
incorporates the flat opening. free 
swinging features mechanical bind- 
ing. 

Style differs from Style only 
that two-piece covers vinylite are 
used instead more conventional ma- 
terial.

for Production,” seems suggest 
will concern ourselves chiefly 
the problems that will face the 
average production staff before manu- 
script goes into composition. Such was 
original intention; nor in- 
confine remarks that par- 
ticular phase the operation. manu- 
script preparation mean all the 
work that done along the way from 
the time the author types his final draft 
the time that the composition order 
released. 

means some two more years’ 
work for the author; few months for 
the editor; and few weeks for the 
staff. Quite obviously the 
author’s work will affect the cost the 
project from the very beginning. 
must receive some direction from his 
publishers after his first draft has been 
criticized—and before, possible. 

The work and skill the author and 
his typists and that the publishing 
company editorial and production staff 
must properly supervised 
grated. manuscript, except for its 
initial writing, should proceed through 
the stages being readied for press 
serious delay complications.

But the author and editor are not 
alone preparing manuscript for 
production. There are several others 
who must familiar with the physi- 
cal aspects the manuscript the 
editor with its message. speak 
the production manager, the estimator, 
the designer, and the production as- 
sistants. All them must think the 
manuscript terms its ultimate spe- 
cifications for complete manufacture. 
Each has special assignment, and 
his work not properly integrated and 
correlated, serious consequences will re- 
sult. The cleanest, most orderly manu- 
script can cause trouble within 
group any one the production team 
fails observe the rules under which 
the book will made. rules mean 
the specifications for format, types, 
page size, paper, cloth, and hundred 
other things. 

much for introducing the subject. 
this point, however, think would 
wise reach into the bag history 
and drag out for examination some 
the reasons why find necessary 
hold such discussion this time. 
think should also examine some 
our own personal reasons for consider- 
ing the matter hand. 


The effect books 


Let dwell for moment books 
terms what they mean mem- 
bers the bookmaking industry. The 
matter our own personal finances, 
for example, and the over-all economic 
system under which work and live; 


the opportunity that ours help pro- 
vide fuller life for everyone—now and 
for all time. Let recognize that there 
are very few things that will affect this 
later generations more than the 
books make today. 

Can you afford the books you are 
making today? Most the ones that 
mean the most are not within 
reach. And faster running presses 
and cheaper bindings put them 
there. Nor will that part our taxes 
that goes into public instruction re- 
duced simply because photomechani- 
cal type-setting machine some other 
device used bookmaking. 


Good bookmaking habits 


obtain cheaper and better books 
must re-examine every publishing oper- 
ation. must cooperate with our 
manufacturers. And must cultivate 
good bookmaking habits and good crafts- 
manship among all concerned. 


What are doing about this pub- 
lishers? What have done over the 
past years? Well, almost every day 
have bitterly complained about the 
substantial loss craftsmanship the 
printing trades. Nor publish- 
ers seem realize that are largely 
responsible for the stifling craftsman- 
ship and particularly the field 
composition. Craftsmanship com- 
modity the trades, appears—you 
buy it. apparently isn’t dignified 
have the stuff around publishing of- 
fice. Are stilted just plain 
stupid that cannot see the great ad- 
vantages teaching and sponsoring 
craftsmanship our offices and en- 
couraging the trades? 


Comp’s headache 


During experience there have been 
some rather interesting changes the 
approach publishers have made re- 
ducing costs, and especially with 
typesetting. the 20’s was com- 
mon practice send raw manuscript 


the printers with the instructions 
saying, “Make number copies like 
such and such.” Ofttimes other in- 
structions accompanied the manuscript. 
spent most time those days 
hand compositor making author’s 
corrections that were mingled with 
thousands proofreaders’ queries. The 
nice white margins the galley and 
page proofs seemed invite the author, 
editor, and proofreaders take the 
greatest possible advantage the space 
and rewrite the work query the pub- 
lishers shame, possible. 

the early 30’s this changed little. 
The printer received more instructions. 
Publishers were beginning feel the 
pinch that alterations put the budget. 
The depression gave them the excuse 
and time examine their manuscripts. 
Certain bookmaking formulae were in- 
troduced. Perhaps the most interesting 
was the common instruction given the 
printer’s proofreaders resist the im- 
pulse make queries, because queries 
invited the author make changes— 
and changes, you know, cost money. 
Almost over night proofreaders got fat 
and lazy and their consumption blue 
pencils dropped zero, along with the 
quality the printed text. Craftsman- 
ship among proofreaders was dead. 
Long live the editor. suspect that 
about this time, however, the University 
Chicago Press Manual Style was 
read more editors than any other 
time before since. 


Confusion’s reign 


Later the thirties the hard-pressed 
publisher decided that knew more 
about book composition than the print- 
ers. Precise directions were issued with 
every manuscript. Precise, that is, for 
the pages which they were written; 
but they were contradicted the 
next page, what did matter? Type- 
setting and makeup instructions were 
baffling challenge the credulity 
the average compositor. pages 
broke short long they remained that 
way. corrections didn’t fit into the 
line which they were inserted, the 
lines were spaced wider crammed 
the extreme; made difference 
long extra line was not disturbed. 
illustrations were incorrectly made 
placed, they stayed that way. Imagi- 
nation and incentive for the compositor 
was stifled every turn. Craftsman- 
ship among Lino and Mono machine 
operators and among the hand composi- 
tors was dead. Long live the editor 
and the production man. 
Craftsmanship was revived little 
the late 30’s when publishers started 
searching among their printers for per- 
sonnel for specialized jobs. about 
the same time the AIGA Trade Book 
and Textbook Clinics here New 


York, and similar organizations else- 
where took life and did great deal 
revival work not just plain garden 
variety preaching for better books. 
However, fear that during recent years 
the objects and policies some these 
groups has become confused feel- 
ing mutual admiration and compla- 
cency within their memberships. Our 
business publishing requires that 
multiply words. That is, print them 
great quantities the fastest possible 
speed, and with the least possible ex- 
pense time and money. secondary 
consideration the appearance the 
printed words. Personally, try not 
divorce one consideration from the 
other. doing so, have made some 
exceptionally bad books, and few 
good ones. I’ve even made some sell 
price that can afford. 

Except for the near-print processes, 
hand- and type-written words must first 
put into type some other printing 
medium before they can multiplied. 
The press the multiplier and shall 


not confuse the issue further talking 


about it. 


Transmission apparatus 


editors, designers, and production 
people, our greatest task the trans- 
formation the written word the 
printed one advancing the written 
the critical eye machine composi- 
tor. Said operator then proceeds with 
incredible speed transform our pre- 
cious words into metal type. With 
few deft strokes puts our words be- 
yond the reach our pencils and era- 
sures. Our words are cooked. 
don’t like them much their lofty 
estate did before, then must 
through the same operation again. 
And the second cooking costs more 
than the first. are satisfied, then 
minor miracle has been achieved. Let 
explore the possibility having 
more these miracles. 

shoot the optimum, would 
like think manuscript the 
field non-fiction that requires charts, 
illustrations, tables, and the usual run 
secondary materials prepared 
this fashion. 


Front Matter 


Each element used, such 
title, copyright, dedication, preface, con- 
tents, list illustrations, should either 
prepared final form some indication 
given the extent these various ele- 
ments. all these the table contents 
the most important and would insist that 
the author prepare analytical table 
contents that may may not used 
the final manuscript. Its purpose would 
serve road map for everyone 
concerned with the job. one step 
further, would like think that such 
analytical table contents could pre- 


pared triplicate: one copy for the 
tor, one for the production manager de. 
signer, and one accompany the 
script the printer. 


Text (or the body the book) 


The text should typed standard 
good quality that will accept not only pen 
and ink but erasures. The pages should 
uniform length and the type lines 
formly long. The text must double 
spaced, and unusual peculiar inden. 
tions should employed. The extract 
material within the text should typed 
exactly the same measure the text 
itself, with double spacing and appropriate 
space above and below the extract material. 
vertical line drawn the margin should 
distinguish from the main text. Tertiary 
materials should typed like fashion, 
with double vertical lines marked the 


Footnotes 


Footnotes (except notes tables) should 
not typed the manuscript pages 
their first reference. They should appear 
separately clean manuscript pages, typed 
exactly the text, secondary, and tertiary 
materials are typed. They should cross- 
referenced manuscript page numbers 
only absolutely necessary due the com- 
plexity frequency the notes them- 
selves. They should arranged chapter 
chapter. They should not numbered 
with the numbering sequence applied 
the manuscript proper. They should 
made into separate package. The foot- 
notes for each chapter should start fresh 
page. 


Tables 


All tables, regardless arrangement, 
should appear separate manuscript 
pages. They may may not numbered 
with the manuscript proper. depends 
their complexity and frequency. Foot- 
notes the tables should appear the 
page with the tables themselves. the 
table extends two more manuscript 
pages, should made clear the first 
page that footnotes the table follow. 


Diagrams 


illustrative copy any kind should 
appear within the body the manuscript 
itself. makes little difference what meth- 
ducing the diagrams illustrations. They 
are separate jobs and must kept separate 
from the manuscript itself. 


Appendices and Bibliographies 


Appendices and bibliographies should 
typed exactly the text, secondary, and 
tertiary materials are typed. Each section 
starting fresh page, each section bearing 
the necessary directions that the mate- 
rial will not confused with the text 
itself. These elements should contained 
the numbering sequence for the manu- 
script proper. 


Glossaries, Chronologies and Miscellane- 
ous End Matter 
All material this nature that usually 
appears multiple columns should 
prepared but one column the manu-

Legends and Captions 


all legends and captions exactly 
all other matter typed.

greatest mistake that editors make 
marking the copy for 
This should not done.

there excuse for messing 
with markings for various 
sizes, caps and small caps, even 
caps, centered headings, side 
headings, and the hundred and one 
ings that usually find marked 
typescript.

How- 
one serious shortcoming appears 
all the articles that have read.

Appreciate the mechanic 


From start finish bookmaking 
mechanical operation and the author 
the first mechanic far manuscript 
preparation concerned. some the 
term “mechanic” perhaps bit odi- 
ous, but this technological age 
all should have appreciation and 
practice mechanics some time. 
makes little difference whether you 
are driving nail, operating 
writer, making change type- 
script. The job can done well 
just passably well. 

The further advance with our 
technology, the more must apply 
ourselves the elementary mechanics 
necessary any given operation. The 
editor must much craftsman 
expects his printers be. You 
can’t expect first-rate piece work 
from second-rate materials. may only 
the color the pencil the weight 
the line the clarity the emenda- 
tion. makes little difference how 
simple the operation may be; must 
done with absolute clarity. The neat- 
ness the work, insist, matter 
sheer mechanics, good taste, and the 
recognition the importance the 
work and the changes made. 


When retype 


When many alterations are necessary 
should retype the manuscript rather 
than make patchwork quilt the 
original. There tremendous differ- 
ence between what acceptable 
publishing staff editors and the author 
and what acceptable copy for 
printer. The most scholarly editorial 
jobs are quite often the sloppiest far 
manuscript preparation concerned. 
should put into perfect shape for 
composition. will cost less occa- 
sionally retype passages that become 
obscure their markings than does 
set them into type and correct them 
afterwards. 

are inclined think copy 
something that may may not clear 
the monotypist linotypist. the 
editor can read it, assumes the com- 
positor can. But lose sight the 
fact that many ten twenty oth- 
ers may obliged struggle with the 
same unclean copy (for example: the 
layout man, the copyholder, the proof- 
reader, assistants the editors and the 
authors, etc.) 

often considered moot point 
whether cheaper retype manu- 
script pay penalty for its composi- 
tion. When the question arises, are 
really asking ourselves whether 


should put the charge into publishers’ 
salaries disguise the printer’s 
bill. The question certainly cannot 
answered definitely “yes” “no,” for 
there underlying principle that 
must taken into consideration. 


heck with costs? 
When send the printer unclean copy, 
are telling him, effect, that are 
not concerned with costs. But price 
schedules for composition are based 
cost experience: the little things and 
big ones that all add the cost 
per hour the cost per thousand ems. 
The rates are based manuscripts 
average quality that are graded 
complexity simplicity, with neces- 
sary provisions for contingencies. 

The cost experience developed 
long period work involving many 
manuscripts, both good and 
Quite naturally, the mediocre ones af- 
fect the cost more than good ones. 
addition send admittedly bad 
manuscripts, cannot help but reflect 
the over-all cost experience the 
printer, even though charges pen- 
alty for the bad ones. 


Gains the long run 


Let not delude ourselves, however. 
start today and issued only the 
best manuscripts, might not effect 
immediate change composition 
costs. Over the long pull, however, 
certainly would get more for our com- 
position dollar than the pres- 
ent time. 

have tried define the problem 
and suggest reasonable approaches 
it. The whole question quite obviously 
cannot resolved here; nor should 
attempt solution until have inves- 
tigated for ourselves some the prac- 
tices the past and re-examine our 
present routines. 

Sometime will find satisfactory 
scheme doing things that can ap- 
plied all those concerned. Then 
broad over-all acceptance our objec- 
tives will necessary before will 
materially affect the general health 
our industry. 

firmly believe that the whole prob- 
blem can satisfactorily resolved 
have better understanding why 
are faced with the problem. 
bringing your attention some matters 
that might otherwise have escaped you, 
hope have helped put the over-all 
picture into better focus. 

think are generally agreed 
two basic points (1) will work 
the best interests our authors, our 
employers, and the book-buying public 
streamline the entire operation 
manuscript preparation; and (2) The 
time not too late something 
about it. Part the cost our books 
lies the balance. 
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FFLAIR came and went, but inserts are 
still much part book and maga- 
zine making now before. Except for 
the color and the cut the paper 
Flair’s inserts were still inserts, the 
papermaker’s and the binder’s special 
headache. 

Insert papers for books demand usu- 
ally the utmost printability. These 
papers are asked what the text 
papers cannot do. Inserts are the ac- 
cessories for text and format. More 
often than not the insert feature 
attraction for the book browser who 
has gone one step beyond the looking- 
at-the-jacket stage. 


Paper requirements 

The selection insert papers thus de- 
mands the most critical attention the 
details paper quality reference 
both printing and binding. 
tones the paper must have the neces- 
sary smoothness for contact with all the 
dots the engraving. must have 
affinity for ink, hold the ink pigment 
the surface while permitting pene- 
tration and absorption. should fold 
well with minimum flaking 
cracking. 

Practically all coated stocks answer 
these requirements. The main objec- 
tion, however, the glare coated 
stock. picks too many highlights 
from surrounding light sources. Dull 
coated would preferable has the 
same affinity for gives equally 
good definition, does not cause spread- 
ing the dots some glossy stocks 
do. But dull coated papers not have 
folding qualities and have tendency 
flake when folded. 
minimized. 


Reflections are 


the halftone reproduction does not 
have superior quality, certain 
uncoated stocks are suitable, these 
papers are not highly finished 
coated stocks. Their comparatively 
rough surface does not define halftones 
ultimate satisfaction. Subtle grada- 
tions tone are generally missed. Su- 
per, English finish such ma- 
chine coated, oftimes will suffice and 
suggest you consult your paper supplier 
for printing limitations. 

bulk necessary consideration 
there are bible papers which are suit- 
able for halftone reproduction. 


Inserts occur but three four times 
book most, but there limit 
the amount inserts book. 
Because this represents 
amount paper the over-all picture, 
publishers tend choose the best re- 
producing papers. Under the same con- 
tract which provides the regular paper 
supply, publishers can buy the best 
brush coated papers prices which 
would get the non-contract buyer 
sheet four grades lower.

Match stock 


Matching the insert paper 
the publisher does not want make 
the illustrations too obtrusive. Often 
heavy stock with less flexibility than 
the text papers will tend spring out.

Due 
the different textures matching appear- 
ance can only approached. 

For high class reproduction varnish 
specified occasions. Even though 
coated papers are designed forego 
this extra trouble and some 
insist that added bit sparkle at- 
tained through varnishing. Unless pa- 
pers are especially treated, varnish has 
tendency discolor the stock 
yellow tint. Especially color work 
varnish can spdil all the ef- 
fort toward true fidelity some inks 
will discolor upon varnishing. 

The yellowing effect varnish can 
avoided choosing the right var- 
nish match the right paper. Several 
publishers have had tests made and as- 
certained that certain combinations 
avoid this discoloring. 

The suitability line engravings 
most any kind paper does not rule 
out choice coated papers. But 
the glare and reflection inherent 
coated stock tends destroy the ef- 
fectiveness these solid color draw- 
ings. any case, since line engrav- 
ings benday work are suitable 
any kind paper. there need for 
insert the first place. 


Get layout 


planning inserts the binder should 
consulted first. Although 
can placed most any place the 
book, important savings can realized 
scheduling inserts for positions most 
suitable the binder’s equipment. For 
the same reason impositions and mar- 
gins should checked beforehand. 
Signatures ‘of 16, pages— 
also 12pp and 24pp—used inserts 
can gathered into the book. This 
the most economical way han- 
dling insert the bindery. Gath- 
ering, however, precludes 
pages throughout the book unless more

Ink can react like paper coating 
the ink solidly Usually 
problem endpapers, the reasoning 
holds true for tips. maroon ink frame 
around illustration bled the edges 
the page. The paste for casing-in 
had tendency turn the maroon ink 
yellow. The composition the normal 
paste was such that brought out the 
yellow the maroon color. The manu- 
facturer found upon inspection that the 
factor the paste was correctly 
for its alkali reaction, but 
had unbalanced here get the 
normal alkali reaction.

publishers should avoid 
using any solid ink panel halftone 
bleeding into the gutter 
where they are making tips. The same 
true the text itself they are 
books that require bleeding half- 
tones solids into the gutter margin. 
Such bleeds into the gutter especially 
the first page the second signature 
the last page the first signature 
should avoided because the sewer 
applies paste that juncture. While 
the paste may hold, there always 
tendency the. reader try open 
his book little too wide and conse- 
quently pull away the ink from the 
paper leaving unsightly torn 
space. The same true for the tip 
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where the paste would have put 
top the ink. 

Both the Marresford Simplex ma- 
chines might handle stock, 
but any other stock cut down 
would impossible tipped with 
either machine. the light- 
est type usually designated for machine 
tipping. coated may work. 
Below that would impossible. The 
suction mechanisms the Marresford 
and Simplex machines would distort 
even tear sheets hand-tipped. Neither 
the Marresford rthe Simplex tipping 
lighter than basis stock. Their 
suction mechanism would distort 
even tear sheets lighter weight.

avoided quantities. Although ma- 
chines take care this process readily. 
numerous heavy stock even light pa- 
per tips between signatures will cause 
splits the backbone after rounding 
and backing. The difference texture 
and weight compared the text- 
paper weakens the structure the 
book and thus results splits. 

Fold out tip-ins can only handled 
manually. government publication 
once posed the problem four fold 
out maps tipped certain 
page. Naturally the work involved 
making four separate tips the same 
page would have been prohibitive 
cost. Fortunately the binder was con- 
sulted before printing. The four tips 
were imposed that after folding the 
tipping edge each map could wire 
stitched together and all four maps 
could applied with one tip. The nat- 
ural trim the book took care sep- 
arating the four maps. This money- 
and labor-saving idea, devised Harry 
Cowan the Trade Bindery, 
helped earn government citation for 
the binder. 

Single pages one fold tip-ins 
not placed the outside the middle 
signature can problematic. De- 
pending the imposition for folding 
there may many three (al- 
though rare) but least one cut 
separate the folded pages for the inser- 
tion the tip-in.

Not quite costly tip 
those pages where the signature can 
opened along the top edge, without 
cutting lift up.

(2) Most of the home television screens on which 
your demonstration 1s projected are small. Keep 
that fact om mind mm plannyng your demonstration 
and you will avoid trying 16 show Uny stems such as 
4 spoonful of minced onion. Think of the pictures 
im your telecast in terms of an 8” x 10° photograph. 
and you will come out with much more effective 
shows. 

(3) Your demonstration as appears today on 
these home television screens may lack the advantage 
of color, which gives so much life and appeal to 
technicolor motion pictures. You must, therefore, 
think of your demonsiration in blacks and whites 
and grays. In fact. color and design frequently play 
tricks on telecasting. Reds fade out to whites. Suripes 
may become zigzags. 


WHEN YOUR JOB IS TELECASTING 


Those obstacles menuoned—and dozens of others— 
are chiefly mechanical, and probably temporary 
Television enguneers, geniuses that they are, un- 
doubtedly will have solved many of them in a short 
while If you are in television, you recognize the 
limitations of the medium and work around them, 
just as the radio home economust recognizes the limi- 
tations of radio and works around them. 

Your big problem 1s, and always will be, to plan 
programs that will be most acceptable to the people 
who own television sets. Let's take the problem 
apart. 

A home economics telecast must be a demonsra- 
tion. Hf at isn’t, at falls into the pseudo-entertainment

class, having hale relauon to home economics. That 
demonsiration goes into homes where it is projected 
on small screens. Who looks at it? If u's a daytime 
program, the homemaker sees it, if it's an evening 
one, Dad, Mother, the youngsters, and perhaps the 
neighbors look at it. 

In planning. think first about the audience, then 
figure what you can do that will be of interest to it. 

For example. you wish to plan a telecast demon- 
stration on pressure saucepan cooking. For a day- 
tume program you might demonstrate a hurry-up 
dinner. In it you might show how the pressure 
saucepan cooks ,a chicken fricassee in double-quick 
tume. That means you will have to think up ways 
of condensing 30 to 40 minutes of cooking time to fit 
a 15-minute telecax. One good way around that 
problem is to have a finished fricassee to show at 
the beginning of the program, then immediately 
proceed to put a second fricassee together before the 
camera, to demonstrate how the first one was done. 
(Incidentally, this system works well for practically 
all types of television demonstrations. Showing the 
finished casserole or salad or dessert at the beginning 
attracts interest and tempts the casual tuner-in to stay 
through the show ) 

Mt your telecast goes on in the evening. you'll 
want more entertainment value. more show business, 
more fun. Since men will be looking at evening 
telecasts, you might use a man as a “stooge,” but an 
sntelligent one. Show him, with much ado and 
patter, how to operate that pressure saucepan, per- 
haps playing up corned beef and cabbage, or some 
other man-interes food. Give him credit for some 
knowledge of food. If there's time, you might bring 
mm a youngster, let him pop corn im that pressure 
saucepan. 

Would that popcorn register on the screen? What
